A.  I  was  born  iron  an  hunole  peasant  family,  living  in  the  village  o:  xto 
near  Oeaka  ir.  Prefecture  of  '’akajama  on  the  island  of  Konchu  on  the  Sth  of 

October  169S.  ,  _ 

My  religion  ia  Buddnism  ar.d  I  am  a  Major  General  of  the  Imperial  Japanese.  *xmy. 
•■••hen  I  was  eight  years  old,  I  vent  to  the  elementary  school  in  ay  tillage 
Ito  and  th-r.'  1  ^yed  till  ray  14th  ycarU]  Then  1  went  to  the  middle^  senool 
in  the  Prefecture  of  lira  and  after  having  completed  my  13th  yees  I  bicafflo 
a  Cadet  of  the  Military  Training  School  in  Kyoto  vher-  I  >•>.«  tvitixhe&^r.o  a 
Cadet  to  a  Heel meat  b.-mg  garrisoned  th're.  I  ’-'as  in  training  here  for  a 
year  in  order  to  Worn.*  ar.  Officer  and  was  enlisted  in  the  Military  Aotcirmy 
in  December  1915.  In  December  1919  I  had  finish'd  ny  Military  So  ml  ice  ar.d 
eot  an  appointment  as  a  2nd  Lieutenant  of  the  3dih  Infant. y  Regiment ,  in 
garrison  at  Kyoto.  1  serv'd  in  this  Regiment  till  I  was  placed  in  19JJ3  in 
the  Staff  College  at  Tokyo.  I  loft  this  school  in  "ovenbor  1926  as  a  lot 
Lieutenant.  Then  I  was  ordered  to  be  an  acting  Commanding  Officer  of  a. 

Conn  any.  In  this  quality  I  served  for  6  years.  In  192°  I  was  transferred 
as  a  member  of  Steff  in  th'  Ministry  of  bar.  The  Section  Chief  of  the  Droert- 
aent  for  Preparations  was  th'  then  Colonel  TOvO  hideki,  nnd  ±  was  uno.or  i.is 
command  for  1  -’ear.  He  was  a  man  who  wee  not  exactly  harsh,  but  also  not 
so  mild,  hr  was  an  ardent  nan  who  war  very  able  ard  tactful  to  r-alise  the 
plans  he  was  bearing  in  mind  in  a  proncr  way.  I  did  not  orrccivc  any  sign 
then  of  his  political  aspirations  as  he  was  always  bus-  with  his  mi.litr.ry 
prof 'ssion-1  work.  In  Aumust  1926  I  was  promoted  to  be  a  Captain  and  rear  lard 
in  my  new  rani:  in  the  aforrseid  Doper  tm-r.t  of  Prepare t.iono  till  October  1°30. 
Then"  I  was  order  d  to  sail  for  Groat-Ii'it?An  in  order  to  comolctc  nj'  military 
education  thcr  .  I  arrived,  in  Rr.glend  in  Fnbrcary  1931  end  I  wrs  attached 
to  s ov  rr.l  various  Regiments.  I  was  in  nglar-d  for  2  years.  This  is  the 
reason  I  cu  understand  the  "nglish  1  anemia  c  rather  sufficiently.  I  do  not 
sneak  it  in  a  rood.  way.  •"thcr  languages  beside,  my  own  Jar?.nesc  language 
I  do  not  understand,  "Jew  this  is  more  then  10  --errs  a-o  and  I  cannot  oev 
that  I  me.stor  th.-  Yn-.-lish  language  ir  a  sufficient  way  now.  In  :>rch  1933 
I  was  ordered  to  be  a  Member  of  the  Japan* sc  Delegation  for  the  Disarmament 
Conference  at  Geneva.  I  wr-s  a  Member  of  Staff  under  the  command  of  Admiral 
EASZGaMA.  I  had  several  chiefs  there,  but  ixuiral  HASDGA'ZA  was  always  in 
command.  The  Leader  of  our  Delegation  was  S.VJO,  then  Ambassador  of  Japan 
in  Paris.  1  wp.s  standing  under  d‘  i\  c  t  command  of  Col.  SHIMOKCRa  who  was 
a  nombc.r  of  the  Committee  of  LffcctUcs.  I  ciid  not  cako  any  part  in  tho 
negotiations  and  the  talks  as  such  things  were  done  by  my  Superiors. 

q.  Do  you  know  anything  about  the  famous  Crucifixion  Speech  delivered,  bv 
I-UTSTCX*? 

A.  Y-.s,  I  know  that  he  has  made  this  speech  before  I  had  arrived  in  Geneva. 

I  saw  him  several  times  in  the  League  of  rations. 

q.  You  rracmVr  that  in  1931  the  Japanese  Armi  s  overran  <»nd  seized  Manchuria? 
vha.t  v>a8  the  general  fc*ling  in  your  circles  there  about  this  matter? 

A.  *>V  had  tho  conviction  th°t  Japan  h-o  bee"  comp oiled  to  do  so  in  order  to 
get  some  snoro  living  spe.co,  that  this  stop  hr.d.  been  taken,  because  it  was 
necessary  and  wc  always  hoped  that  a  satisfactory  settlement  of  this  affair 
should  bo  reached.  bTo  had  many  talks  about  it  and  we  agreed  ell  in  this 
■ooint  that  Japan  must  act  in  this  way  and  that  everything  should  be  tried 
to  get  out  of  this  impasse. 

I  stayed  in  Geneva  till  "ovember  1933  °nd  returned  to  Japan  via 
America,  and  I  arrived  in  Japan  in  FeOreary  1951,  when  I  was  placed  again 
in  my  former  Job  in  the  Department  of  Preparations.

A.  ho,  thrt  v'c  did  rot  do.  The  r  al  job  wo  perform'd  w^s  the  prepare tior. 
of  armament,  fouragir.g  of  tho  Army  end.  that  rlwr.yB  in  connexion  with  a 
possible  mobilisation. 

q.  V-s  this  r  preprr°tior.  for  the  forthcoming  campaign  in  Chino? 

A.  I  did  not  know  that.  The  or.l,r  thing  I  know  wo  a  that  tho  Staff  Officers 
formed  the  pirns  mu  we  tho  younger  ones  h~ d  to  obey  their  orders. 

q.  Do  you  know  the  famous  Cr.ptr.in  DO  I  KARA  who  w»s  working  in  Chin?  before 
the  w~r  started? 

A.  Yes,  I  knew  him  by  free  only.  When  I  returned  from  England  hr  was  a 
Major  General  already.  Ho.  was  e.  grand  nan.  .  I  never  had  a  talk  with  him. 

Q.  Do  you  know  anything  about  the  Do ihara- incident  in  China? 

A.  I  do  not  know. 

q.  When  did  they  make  you  a  Major? 

A.  I  became  a  Major  in  1934  and  remained  in  my  oil  job  at  the  Department 
of  Preparations.  In  August  1935  I  was  transferred  to  the  Secretariat  of 
the  Ministry  of  ’’ar.  In  December  1937  I  got  the  rank  of  Lieutenant  Colonel. 
In  August  1930  I  was  transferred  to  the  3nreau  for  Military  Affaire  in  Tokyo. 
In  1939  I  became  a  Colonel  and  received  the  command  of  the  228th  Infantry 
Regiment  in  fagoya.  I  v<ent  then  to  China  and  acted  tnere  in  Canton  and 
Saro-Sui  as  commander  of  Occupation  troops.  I  did  not  take  any  part  in  the 
real  warfare.  In  October  1940  I  wqs  appointed  to  "-e  a  Staff  Officer  attached 
to  the  Yorth-China  Commander  at  Peiping.  There  I  vres  partaking  in  the  e.ctual 
war  operations. 

q.  Had  you  to  do  also  with  the  civilian  population’’ 

'A.  ho,  my  work  was  merely  of  a  military  nature.  In  March  1942  I  returned 

from  China  on  my  way  to  Tokyo  where  I  was  Section  chief  of  the  Military 

Bureau  for  Training  and  Education.  In  Auaust  1945  I  became  a  Major  General. 

In  this  year,  in  the  montdi  of  March,  I  kps  sent  to  Java  as  Leader  of  the 

Civil  Affairs  of  the  Military  Administration  at  Batavia.  (Oranjeboulpvard 

in  the  house  of  a  former  Dutch  Medical  Officer).  I  v^.s  actiua  in  this  quality 
till  "ov ember  1944  when  I  became  Chief  of  Staff  of  the  Army  end  as  such 
I  was  the  Gunseiken,  the  Governor- General  of  Java,  residing  in  Batavia.  Tho 
Army  Commander  wcb  then  Lt.  zen.  HARADA.  I  do  not  know  where  he  is  at  the 
present,  j 

q.  Who  was  the  man  who  appointed  vo\i  to  be  the  Governor- General? 

A.  I  was  p.ppointed  by  an  Imperial  Decree  and  such  was  told  me  by  the 
Minister  of  var  TOJO  as  far  as  I.  can  remember.  I  do  not  know  it  for 
certain.  I  resided  in  the  house  I SHI  JAVA  at  Batavia.  General  EARADa 
was  residing  in  the  palace  of  the  Dutch  Governor  General,  Koningsplein. 

q.  How  was  the  command  instituted15 

a.  The.  Supreme  Commander  of  the  Southern  Areas  w>s  count  Field-marshal 
T3HAUCHI,  who  was  residing  in  Saigon.  General  ITAGAI'I  Commander  in  Chief 
of  the  7th  Area  of  Command  was  functioning  ir.  Singapore.  Till  June  1945 
Java  was  divided  in  two  parts:  East  end  West  Java,  "’he  .array  Commander  of 
East- Java  wa.s  General  IKA3L. 

The  Commander  of  Vest-Java  was  General  MOBUCHI  who  was  under  direct 
command  of  HAEADa.  Then  in  June  1945  MiddlcvJave.  was  created  and  the 
Army  Commander  was  General  TaYAMDIIA,  headquarters  at  Mag' 3  ana.  .-.ft  or  the 
Jeppncoe  Surrend  r  West-Jeva  was  divided  :.r.  Wo  povta:  The  Choribon, 

Priangan  areas  with  General  MA30UCHI  as  Commander  a.r.d  the  Batavia,  Buitenzorg 
and  Bantam  areas  under  General  ITISHIDA. 
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Q.  .^en  you.  were  functioning  a-  Governor -Gf neral ,  did  you 
carry  out  tve  orders  given  to  you  by  ly.i.ALA  or  did  vou  >ave 
a  free  vand? 

A.^  T’e  general  leading  rules  were  lpio  do-  n  in  regulations 
rno  so  I  ’  ab  to  o'-ey,  Eut  in  si  allei  ratters  I  vad  a  ccr  plete 
free  vand  and  I  could  act  on  r.y  own  authority.  On  any  important 
maktciG  not  specified  in  tbe  rules  ana  regulations  I  always 
obtained  tve  Amy  Commander 1 s  sanction.  T>-e  important 
political  lines  were  totally  prescribed  by  T:iATTCTI.  I 
v>8  s  responsible  to  Gen.  1  A]  J  DA ,  w1  c  could  rake  a  proposal 
to  Tokyo  for  my  dismissal,  ue  also  was  able  to  suspend 
me  tei  porprily.  I  could  only  be  dis'  issed  by  t1  e  Tenno 
tTeika,  vfo  vad  appointed  me.  V/Ven  in  March  i?45  t’-e  Lines 
of  conmunicetion  v  itv  Tokyo  v/ere  cut  off  and  it  -  as  very 
difficult  to  get  into  toucl  with  Tokyo,  it  was  agreed  t^at 
Gen.  VAEADA  should  be  empowered  to  dismiss  on  Ms  own 
authority  practically  all  officials  serving  under  Mn.  I 
do  not  know  if  tvis  measure  we s  issued  by  t^e  Etireror.  I 
believe  t’ at  t’is  Md  teen  ordered  by  Gen.  ITAGAKI  w’o  issued 
al’voys  ell  important  decisions.  Inceptions  were  to  be 
referred  to  TLRAUGM  and/or  ITAGAKI, 

f  Q.  Fed  you  any  responsibility  in  natter  of  death  sentences 
f'r  did  you  act  wit1  absolute  freedor  ? 

A«  I  bad  not’ ing  to  co  ’"it1-  deatv  sentences  {  iven  by 
Courts  martial .  Tve  deaf  sentences  given  by  a  Civil  Court 
v/ere  to  be  carried  out  according  to  tM  rules  laid  dov;n 
by  tve  Arr y  Commander.  iv e se  sentences  bed  to  be  examined 
by  t’  e  Cvief  of  Preservation  of  Peace  end  Order,  who  v/as 
working  under  r.e  and  so  norrally  I  did  not  receive  tvese 
sentences  for  exer.inp tion. 

C,  V/ere  you  empowered  to  stop  an  execution? 

A.  I  tvin’-  I  v/es,  but  I  never  received  a  petition  for 
mercy  from  Europeans,  and.  tMs  is  the  reason  I  do  not  know 
it  for  certain. 

0.  After  tve  Japanese  surrender  you  sent  a  letter  to  Rear- 
Admiral  Patterson  aboard  of  tbe  Cruiser  Cumberland.  admitting 
tvat  you  bad  given  your  "fist  execution"  for  t’e  killing 
of  a  number  of  Dutc’  subjects  /and  sr.cb  after  .t’  e  surrender. 

/at  Soerabria. 

A.  Yes,  but  I  did  not  write  tvat  letter  myself,  it  was 
written  by  one  of  r.y  subordinate  officers.  I  ba.ve  signed  it. 

In  fact  tM  C’ ief  of  tve  Preservation  of  Peace  and  Order 
gave  t’is  "fiat"  for  tve  execution  concerning  a  number  of 
people  in  East  Java,  whose  execution,  v/’  en  I  re:  er  ber 
exactly,  bed  been  delayed.  Tvey  bed  been  sentenced  by  a 
Civil  Court  in  January  1945. 

c .  So  you  ’’ere  Lord  of  life  and  death  in  Java? 

A.  I  cannot  say  t’-at. 

r ,  Do  you  adi  it  t’-at  ”ou  are  responsible  for  all  executions 
can  led*  out  during  your  Governor-Generalship? 

A.  Yes,  I  do.  As  Gunseikan  I  was  responsible  for  ell  t’ ese 
executions  not  only  for  r.y  own  doings,  but  also  for  tbe 
activities  of  tbe  C’ief  of  the  Preservation  of  Peace  and 
Order,  when  I  was  a’ are  of  tvat„  In  so  far  I  was  responsible.
